A HARD ROAD TO TRAVEL, 

The journey from Macleod to Fort Steele 
—so-called because at this point Major 
Steele built his barracks when he firat was 
sent into the country three years ago to 

ist the provincial authorities in dealing 
with the Indians, who had refused to allow 
the arrest of some Indian murderers—took 
in all nine days, The entire distance was 
travelled on horseback, the party haying to 
lay over a day and ahalf because of a storm 
of wind and rain and light suow. The 
route or trail was found to be much ob 
stracted by fallen timber, a great deal of 
which had to be removed by axes before the 
pack animals could either aqueeze through, 
get round, crawl under or jump over. This 
fallen timber, added to the necessarily slow 
pace of the pack train, made the journey 
through the mountain trails slower than 
was expected, 22 miles belng considered a 
good day because of the obstructions,

Last night the cheese exhibited ab the 
Bay of Quinte Fair, was sold at public 


Ata point some 67 miles east of Fort 
Steele the greatest show of coal was seen 
in a small radius, there being 140 feet in 
sight, some of the yeins being 30 feet in 
thickness, and near this same point uomis- 
takeable petroleum was seen on the side of 
aoreek, Some of the persons interested 
in the petroloum claims werecampe here 
and samples of the oll and thes were 
shown the Minister, The last d:y into 
Fort Steele Mr, Bowell ‘cut loose” from the 
pack train for one night and pushed on 
with his own party and some of the escort, 
making Fort Steele about 5 p. m., a ride 
of 48 miles. 

KOOTENAY INDIANS, 

Here tho Minister had a conference with 
Chief Isidore, of the Kootenay Indiana,and 
assured him of the desire of the authori- 
ties to deal justly with his people. Mr, 
Bowell also took the opportunity of recom~- 
mending the chief to have nothing to do 
with bad Indians on either side of the line, 
and toimpress upon his young men and 
braves the necessity of obeying the laws of 
Opnada. Here lib was paid to ‘Old 
Town,” or the mining camp where the pro- 
cess of ‘cleaning up” was seen in full blast 
and gold in nuggets was exhibited. 

Atthis point Mr, Bowell took his firat 
lesson in washing out o pan of dirt, in 
which was found gold worth about $2, the 
Chinese instructor smiling as he explained 
to the Tye how to hold the pan. 


ANOTHER ROUGH JOURNEY, 


The Goat River trail being reported im- 
passable, Locause of fallen timber and wet 
places,a guide and extra packer were ob- 
tained and the party again ‘pulled out,” 
all in the saddle, and the pack train, led 
by “Dude” the bell mule, for Rykert’s, via 
the ‘‘Moyeau” pass, on. September 9. This 
pass was also found to be much obstructed 
by fallen timber, and the same delays as in 
the pass through the Rockies were experi- 
enced in this passage through the Selkirks, 
The trail taken leads down into Idaho to 
Bonner's Ferry, within 32 miles of the 
Northern Pacific railway, at Kootenay 
station, but the party struck for the Koote- 
nay river at the top of Serrice Berry hill, 
a continuous descent of about 4 miles, on 
the evening of the 14th September, and on 
the morning of the 16th dispensed with the 
escort, horses and pack train, 

ON KOOTENAY RIVER, 


The steamer Galena was hailed and the 
Minister proceeded on up through the low- 
er Kootenay and Kootenay lake to the pros- 
perous mining town of Nelson, which is 
situated near the foot of navagation on the 
river. In the immediate vicinity of Nelaou 
are the Hot Spring and **Hall" mines of ail- 
ver and Galena and ‘Poor Man's” gold 
mine. These mines, if present appearances 
do not fall, will soon give profitable returns, 
Here again, pending the completion of the 
Columbia and Kootenay railway, horse: 
back hag to be resumed for another days 
ride of 28 miles, in which distance the 
Kootenay and Slocan rivers have each to 
be crossed once, The railway is being 
pressed on to completion so as to carry the 
ore from the mines around Nelson to the 
connecting ateamers on the Oolumbla river 
for the smolter at Revelatoke, Ten milos 
of track have already boen ironed, 

ON THE COLUMBIA, 

On the morning of the 18th Septomber 
the commodlous and comfortable steamer 
Lytton was taken at Sproat's landing and 
the trip continued up the Columbia rlyer 
and through the Arrow lakes to Revolatoke. 
Th» Minister and his staff now proceed on 
to Vancouver, Now Westminster and Vio- 
torla to attond to matters of public and do- 
partmontal business, and will return to 
Ottawa via the Northoro Pacific as soon as 
possible,

est ‘sensation’ in the Birchall case isa 
letter, dated October 5, addressed to the 
prisoner, and supposed to be written by 
person in Jackson, Michigan, and signed 
by the ‘Colonel,” a signature that has 
figured very conspicuously in the case in 
connection witha telegram that was a riddle 
to the prosecution.

TO VORT MACLEOD, 

After a fow hours’ stay the journey was 
commenced to Fort Macleod, where Major 
Steele, of the N.W.M, Polico, had « party 
of mon and horses and pack animals ready 
for the Minister.

Here a visit was paid to ‘Old 
Town,” or the mining camp where the pro- 
coss of ‘cleaning up" was seen in full blast 
and gold in nuggets was exhibited. 
Atthis point Mr, Bowell took his first 
lesson in washing out a pan of dirt, in 
which was found gold worth about $2, the 
Chinese instructor smiling as he explained 
to the Tye how to hold the pan. 

ANOTHER ROUGH JOURNEY. 

The Goat River trail being reported im- 
passable, Leoause of fallen timber and wet 
places, a guide and extra packer were ob- 
tained and the party again ‘pulled out,” 
all in the saddle, and the pack train, led 
by ‘‘Dade” the bell mule, for Rykert’s, via 
the ‘‘Moyeau” pass, on. September 9. This 
pass was also found to be much obstructed 
by fallen timber, and the same delays as in 
the pass through the Rockies were experi- 
enced in this passage through the Selkirka, 
The trail taken leads down into Idaho to 
Bonner's Ferry, within 32 miles of the 
Northern Pacific railway, at Kootenay 
station, but the party struck for the Koote- 
nay river at the top of Serrice Berry hill, 
a continuous descent of about 4 miles, on 
tho evening of the 14th September, and on 
the morning of the 15th dispensed with the 
escort, horses and pack train, 

ON KOOTENAY RIVER. 

The steamer Galena was hailed ond tho 
Minister proceeded on up through the low- 
er Kootenay and Kootenay lake to the pros- 
porous mining town of Nelson, which is 
situated near the foot of navagation on the 
river.

Grent Intorost Manifested In the Proosed- 
ngs 

Wm. Arnott was placed upon trial this 
morning, charged with o serious offence, 
namoly that of manslaughter, The cic- 
cumstances of the caso are well known to 
our readers, On Monday night, the 14th 
of February last, the accused, in company 
with one Hannah Cole, were together in on 
intoxicated condition. They were seen to 
gether at an early hour on Tucsday morn- 
ing. “Ab six o'clock the samo morning tho 
unfortunbte woman Was discovered in a dy- 
ing condition In a barn belonging to Mr, 
Nelson Lingham. She was, as quickly as 
possible, conveyed to the hospital, but died 
in afew hours, The post mortem oxamin 
ation rovealed the fact that sho had been 
ill-used, and that the causo of her, death 
was due to exposure and tho illtreatment 
which she had received, After some days 
of diligent searching Arnott was found and 
the charge of murder was proferred againat 
him and upon this indictment he was com- 
mitted to stand trial at the Spring 
Avslzes. When, however, the case was 
presented to the Grand Jury, they amended 
the charge making it manslaughtor. 
Through the imposaibillty of procuring a 
jary the case was laid over to the present 
asnizos, the prisoner being admitted to bail. 

The court house was this morning filled 
with spectators who were anxious to hear 
the trial.

WrLLanD, Oct, 7.—Another oxample of 
the speedy and offective character of Cana- 
Jian justice was given here to-day in tho 
trial, conviction and sontenco of Arthur 
Hoyt Chamberlain Day, the Rochester 
porter who on July 27 last induced his wife 
Dosoriah to accompany him to Niagara Falla 
and pushed hor over the precipice near the 
whirlpool olovated station. 

The trial was hold before Mr, Justice Rosa 
and a jury at tho Welland Assizes. 

The trial opened at 10 o'clock to-day, and 
within twelve hours Day had been convicted 
nd sentenced to .bo hanged. on Tuesday, 
Novy, 18, four days following the timo fixed 
for the execution of Rex Birchall, the other 
foreign murderer who sought Canadian soil 
on which to perpetrate his crime. Like 
Birchall, too, ho was sentenced about mid- 
night, 

Tho prisoner has maintained a cool do- 
meanor throughout the trial Ho is rather 
good looking and dresses nattily. During 
tho progross of the trial he sported a bouquet 
pf daisies in bis coat lapel, Day comes from 
avery bad source ,howover, Nearly every 
member of his family has been convicted of 
crime. He bas threo brothors, all of whom 
are ex-convicts, 

The principal witnoss against him was his 
sistor, Mrs. Quigley. Tho presence of a 
motive was clearly proven, as it was shown 
that on July 1% Day bad married 
another woman named Mary A, Brien 
at Canandaigua under the namo of Arthur 
Hoyt. Tho latter obtained knowledge of the 


previous marriage, and the crown claimed 
that it was to prevent being convicted of 
bigamy that he “removed” his first wife, wha 
bofore hor marriage was known as Deseriah 
Chatterton. 

Tn addition to the story given in evidencd 
by Mrs. Quigley and published®below, thé 
Woman states that when her brothor’s crime 
haunted bim in his sleep he would cry out, 
“There she goes,” 

‘After sentencing Day Mr. Justice Rosa 
gaid he would mako tho caso a reserved one, 
owing to Day's counsel having taken excop- 
tion to tho admission of certain testimony. 

The principal witness for the prosecution 
was Mrs. Mary Quigley of Rochester, who isa 
sister of the accused, She bas been holdin Wel 
land jaf! since the preliminary Investigation 
on Aug. 11 last'in default of security that 
tho would appear at the trial as a witness 
against the prisoner. Sho has also been 
charged with being an accessory to tho crimé 
before and after the fact, which chargo is 
still hanging over hor, 

A novel featuro of tho trial was the intro’ 
duction of five photographs, showing the 
position of the prisonor and his victim at thi 
timo of tho tragedy, and also the place sai 
to have boon occupied by Mra. Quigloy at the 
samo time, 

Day Pale and Nervous, 

The prisoner looked pale and nervous. He 
was noatly dressed and wore a buttonhole 
bouquet. 

F. B. Johnston, in addressing tho jury, 
stated evidence would be offered showin, 
that the prisoner, his wife and sister lof! 
Rochester for the Falls and only two return+ 
ed. A short time after the body of Deseriah 
Day was found below the bank and othed 
facts gathered link by link showed thal 
prisoner had to pay his deceased wife fout 
dollars per week for support, that he had 
Been arrested for bigamy, and other facts, 

Mary E. Quigley, sister of tho prisoney 
was called by the crown asa witness. Shit 
testifled: “I live at Rochester.

July 27, I went with the prisoner ani 
his wife to Niagara Falls vin Buffalq 
His wife and I bad dinner at the 
Falls and then went over the river to thi 
side and went down the bank towards thy 
whirlpool. My feet got sore and I sat dows 
to rest. Tho prisoner's wife wanted to set 
the whirlpool and thoy went on. I saw thon 
both near the bank, Mrs, Day was neares* 
the water, I looked again and sho was gont 
and the prisoner waved a black handken 
chief.” 

She Faintod for Effect.

jand with tears in her eyes she said: ‘If 
must'I must.

The Hon, G. E. Foster, Minister of 
Finance, has written each of the steamship 
companies represented {n Montreal asking 
for allinformation concerning the facilities 
on board the steamers for the safe carrying 
of the eggs. 

r. James Thom, freight manager of 
the Beaver Line, notified the Minister that 
so far as that line was concerned the facili- 
ties were excellent. Each steamer is fitted 
up with three of Blackman’s patent power 
ventilator wheels or fans, each of which 
supplies 30,000 cubie feeb of fresh air per 
minute, Last year an exporter shipped 
11,000 dozens ot eggs to the English mar- 
ket as an experiment. A person who saw 
the eggs taken out on the other side of the 
Atlantic sald that in three cases there wore 
only six eggs broken. They were taken to 
the London, Liverpool, Manchester ‘and 
Scotch markets, and wére all sold at o 
profit. They were fresh and in good con- 
dition and enquiries for further lots were 
made, 

Mr. Scanlan, of the Dominion Line, 
kindly explained the facilities of the Do- 
minion boats for this traffic, Thoy are ad- 
mirable, and any shipments so far taken 
over by the line have always been landed 
fresh and {n good order, All the compan- 
ies, including the Allan and Reford, are 
kindly disposed towai he new trade,and 
Sanity to meet the demands of the export- 
ers in every way possible to ensure the 
frosh keeping of the eggs. Tho opening 
of navigation next year promlaes to see & 
nay era in the British export trade of Can- 
ada. 

Another produce merchant interviewed 
regarding the egg trade said—‘*Most de- 
didedly wo'llship all we can geb to Eng- 
land, No, very few will be sent 
to the United States,” Ho did not 
see anything to hinder the safe tran- 
ait of the eggs, end thought the recent 
controversy in Wes.orn papers on the eub- 
ject by some persons who thought ib would 
not pay| was gotten op for political pur- 
poses. Tho British markets were at, pres- 
ent supplied with eggs from France and 
Belgium, and the merchant thought. that 
our eggs would be preferred, Ireland in 
former days supplied the bulk of the eggs, 
but now the trade was not fostered to any 
extent in the Emerald Iele 

Mesers. George Walt & Oo. are to-day 
shipping several cases of eggs to England 
as an experiment. The result is hopefully 
lonked forward to. 

Tho freight on eggs to Liverpool will be 
about fifteen shillings per ton,

They live un 
der 4 foreign fing. They do exactly as they have 
aright todo, I neither dispute their nght to 
choose for themselves, as it is our right to choose 
for ourselves. But I am opposed, \testotally op 
posed, to giving the Osnadians the sentimental 
satisfaction of waving the British flag, paying 
Britiah taxes, and enjoying the actual cash re- 
munération of American markets, Thoy can 
not have both at the same time, If they come 
with as they can haye what we have, but it is 
85 absolute wrong sgainst the rights of Ameri. 
ean citizens that millions of men who owe the 
United States no allegiance, who have no part 
or lot with us, who are not of us, but choose to 
be foreign to us; it is an absolute wrong for

tlon has boen enormous. 
1885 the exports of butter rose from 19,- 
000,0001b, to 26,000, 0001b., and then as- 
conding by what may with truth be termed 
*‘loaps and bounds,” it attained its present 
figure, ostimated to be not much under 60,- 
000,0001b, annually. Instead of exporting 
grain, the country now imports large quan- 
tities of corn and other food stutls. The 
adoption of tho separator has had a groat 
doal to do with these changes, for not only 
can 10 por cent. more butter be extracted 
from a given quantity of milk than was 
possible under tho old aystem, bub greater 
quantities of milk can now bo dealt with, 
and worked up at once into an artlole of 
export. Recent attempts to introduce a 
machine which will simultaneously turn 
out buttor and skimmed milk have #0 far 
beon unsuccessful. The number of asnoo- 
jated dairies continues to increase, 
whilo many of the old ones are 
© | being enlarged and improved. Taking the 
country over, they aro said to have given 
| satisfactory results, With regard to food. 
ing cows, it appears to be gonerally admit- 
ted that 1 1b, of colza cake is a necessary 
Ingrodient, and to its employment Is at- 
tributed the position which Danish winter 
butter has beon able to maintain in tho 
English market. Some difficulty is ex- 
perionced in obtaining competent dairy 
hands, On many of the large farms only 
ono thoroughly efficient and highly paid 
milkmaid is kept, who has under her or- 
dinary farm hands who aro paid Std. for 
each milking, with the early moal thrown 
in. It is now regarded as a mattor of es- 
sontisl importance that cows be groomed 
and curry combed every day, and not co- 
casionally only. Much of the excellonce of 
the milk depends on the care of the dairy 
women, and it was feared when associated 
dairies wore firat atarted that the farmers’ 
daughters would take little interest in 
these matters, but this docs no appear to 
have been the caee, 

Asone of the moat pressing necds of 
Canada is an improvement in the manu- 
facture of butter, the foregoing is impor- 
tant as showing what can be douw by intel- 
ligent and persistent effort, Canada bas 
nob been lacking in those respects with re- 
gard to the manufacture of cheose, and it 
ought not to be otherwise as to the making 
of butter. We commend the subject to 
the Dairymon’s Associations.

HELD BY A FLESHLESS HAND, 


How Major Tracey  sund the Skeleton of 
a Boston Man in Atrican Wilds. 


Provipence, RI, Oct, 1.—During thy 
visit of Major Reginald E, Tracey of the Cap 
Mounted Riflo Volunteers, Capo of Good 
Hope, to Mrs. H. Byron Porter of Sheldon} 
street, this city, there was told a story whicli 
reads like fiction. The central feature of thi 
tale is a portion of o Boston nowspaper, 
which was found in the fleshless hand of 4 
skeleton in tho heart of the wilds of thd 
Dark Continent. When traveling across 
‘the country, fully 1000 miles from the

Damage to the Extent of $3,000,000 Oo- 
caslonod—2000 Perdons Homeloan, 


PANAMA, Oct, 2.—The River Orinoco has 
recently risen and flooded an enormous ¢x- 
tent of country.

A Moxioun Military Excecation. 

City or Mrexico, Oct, 2.—Sergeant Zefer+ 
ino and Corporal ‘l'rinidad Martinez were 
executed at San Lazaro plain thfs morning 
in the presence of the entire garrison, which 
formed in a parallelogram, the sides measur- 
ing ¥ of a mile and the onds $4 a mile, The 
streets leading to the scene of the execution 
atanoarly hour were thronged, and when 
the execution took place fully 30,000 people 
were present, 

The sergeant manifested great composure 
and tied the handkerchiof about his eyes, but 
tho corpornl sfowed signs of weakness.

The garrison, 
after the execution, was marched past the 
bodies, and when opposite them were com- 
manded to look atthem. The crime which 
the men expiated was the murder of Liouten- 
wnt Calapiz Santingo of the custom house 
lore, nhout'n month ago. 


A Mino of Honey, 

A remarkable story reaches us from North 
Tennessee, where a sticvessful boring for 
boney has recently been made: 

For many years swarms of bees haye been 
noticed by boatmenat Fox Bluff, on the 
Cumberland River, near Franklin, Kentucky, 

Tho bluff is 170 feet. high and: the river's 
channel runs directly under it, Tho bees, 
bave been observed abouta big fissure near 
the centre of the bluff, und the opening could 
not be reached from above or below without 
great danger of being stung to death, As 
the bees had never been robbed, it was be- 
Meved a large amonnt of honey was stored In 
thecliff, Recently a well borer named Stark 
visited the bluff, and was at once impressed 
With the idea that he could reach the wou- 
derful honey storehouse with bis drill. Aftor 
some coaxing he persuaded a number of 
farmers to undergo the expense, and a three- 
inch hole was bored from tho top of the bluff, 
Atadepth of 85foot tho drill struck the 
honey. Barrels andtubs by the score were 
filled and carried off to neighboring farms, 
and tho syndicate bas sent to Louisville for 
moro receptacles, 


Ono Electrio Lights Insect Collection, 


Professor Lintner, Now York State En- 
tomologist, has made a microscople exarmina- 
tion of the insect collections of a single olectric 
light, and estimates that the debris which he 
inspected represented 33,000 insects. As many 
of the smaller forme of insect life probably 
constituted the larger portion of those attract 
edto destruction by the light, ho believes 
thatthe average number of insects destroy- 
edin anight by a single olectric light at 
nearly 100,000. The larger portion of 
Professor Lintner’s specimen collection from 
one light consisted of minute gnats, midges, 
crane flies and similar small two-winged ine 
sects. No mosquities were discovered 
among the victims, as they are not attract- 
od to the lights, Thore wero, however, large 
numbers of plant bugs, which are injurious 
to vogetation, particularly of one small 
speoles of a handsome green gassid which 
feeds upon our grasses. A number of moths 
and ono of the leaf-rollers which have made 
such bayoo in our fruit trees this season, 
were found, as woll as other species of tho 
same family.

steel. We haye also large bodies of clear 
magnetic ores in our eastern provinces and} 
others not so clear, but after the demon, 
stration witnessed on this platform 
two days ago there is little fear, I think, but 
that the ingenuity of man will succeed in 
exorcising the evilto the British iron mas; 


ters, some of tho greatest of whom are here 


present. A brief statement of these fac! 

may not be without interest or value, ean 
they cannot all this time be persuaded tq 
come and see and know for thom: 
selves. There is, however, another rea} 
son why the Government of Ontari 
and the Toronto Board of Trad 
desire that the institute should accept an in} 
vitation, You have heard something of th 
existence of nickel ore inour province and i 
{s proposed, I understand, to spend a fow 
hours at the mines and smelting works of tha 
Canadian Copper Company of Obio, thd 
Hussey- Vivian Company of Wales, and thé 
Dominion Copper Company of Canada, all of 
which are in the vicinity of Sudbury, 
Tho experiments of Riley and Hall 
with nickel and steel are familiar td 
members of the institute. 


I know that herein the United States thé 
impression appears to prevail that the ore 
exists in very limited quantities, and that 
unless it is at once secured a more favor 
tation may get in ahead and take ally 
Tt is, therefore, pardonable in thd 
members of the Iron and Steel In« 
stitute, living 4000 miles away, if they aro 
hO better informed than our neighbo: 
‘on the extent of Ontario's resources in nickel 
ore, The fact is we do not know their exact 
extent ourselves, But woe do know that 
great ranges of ore have beon discovered 
over an area of several hundred square miles, 
and from its occurrence in a particular for+ 
mation we have reason to believo that it 
exists throughout a region several 
thousand square miles in extent, 
Within the Laurentian, Huronfan and 
Annemickian belts there are numeroud 
assurances of gold, silver, iron, nickel, 
copper and apatite. Inthe nickel and iron 
ores it is especially rich, and we think tha 
time is opportune for the British iron master 
to seek to do there in his’ own {industry 
what the British farmer sottler hag 
so successfully done in agriculture, 
It is never safe to prophesy unless you know, 
but I verily believe we have enough nickel 
ore in the Huronian rocks north of Georgian 
Bay to'plate the navies of the world for @ 
thousatid years and to serve many other and 
better purposes besides, assuming, of course, 
that the metal be economically separated 
from its compounds, and there is barely 
doubt that it can, 

At the conclusion of Mr, Blue's remarks, 
the institute was addressed by Dr, Selwyn, 
chief of the, geological survey of Canada, 
who conyoyed an invitation fromthe Do- 
minion Government to the members to visit 
Ottuwa and other portions of the Dominion.

States Congress of the McKinley Bill has 
Deen to cause a.rush in the shipments of 
barloy, peas, oggs and apples—the latter 
commodity nob usually an article of export 
hence to the United States—in anticlpa- 
tlon of Its passage. 

In Seas with a well-known ex- 
porter, he atated that probably not less 
than one-half of the barloy ane of this 
season has been shipped, and that ship- 
ments will not be resumed unless prices in 
the United States increase to such an ex- 
tent that about 65c por bushel can be paid 
here for barley.

some time to come, 

_ The samo gentleman expressed the opin- 
Jon that the stoppage of the export of six- 
rowed barley will in the long run be the 
beat thing possible for the Canadian farmer, 
Owing to constant cropping with this 
grain, he said, the yield had fallen off 
greatly, and, as it Is poor stuff for food, its 
ealtivation will havo to be abandoned. Two- 
rowed barloy being a plumper grain and 
giving about twice as groat a yield, will be 
wo excellent substitute. Even should it 
not be, except in favorable seasons, suit- 
able for the English market, 1t can be fod 
ata good profit to hogs and oattle. Eng- 
land will take all our surplus eggs, if prop- 
erly looked after, at a falr price, and there 
is, at‘prosent, a profitable market in Eng- 
and for hag. 

Thus, it will be soon, our farmers are not 

joing tobe roined all at once by the Mo- 

inley bill, as the commercial annexation- 
ists have loudly prophesied with all the 
energy of a bogus despair. 

The fact is that the prices of the great 
bulk of the agricultural products which are

In this part of the world we have had a fear- 
ful dry season, have had no rain to amount to 
anything for the last three eth ond what is 
worse the same trouble is found in lowa, Kansas, 
Illinois, a number of other States. 

Th with us ave very poor, small grain 
only averaging one third, whi‘e in the apriog I 
put down sixty acres of corn, and for my trouble 
and expense my proceeds in full are the stalks, 
Our wheat, when threshed, only gave seven 
bushels to the acre, oats two, barley and rye 
ten, whilst the potatoes are hardly worth dig- 


Bing. 

Prices with us: Oaty, 500 per bushel, barle; 
and rye 60c, wheat 700, with an upward tend- 
enoy, and think before long it may reach a dol- 
lar, We havo been praying for rain to last a 
whole week, as the ground has not a particle of 
moisture in it, and till we get some we cannot 
get in our rye. If we don't raise a crop next 
yoar we are going to quit farming and try some- 
thing else, as we are not making anything here, 
and for all our five years farming on this prom- 
ined land, so lauded by Jand and railweg specu- 
lators, had it not been for our stock we would 
have come out this year ® heavy loser, but still

tn Joppa. It ix six o'cloek in the morning, 
but wo must start early, for by night we ai 
to bo in Jorusslem, and that city is forty-one 
miles away. We may take camel, or horse, 
orcarringe, As trday will be our last op- 
portunity fn Palestine for taking the wheel, 
Wo chose that, Tho horves with harness tas 
seled and jingling, are hitched, and, with a 
dragoman in coat of many colors seated in 
front, we start on a road which unveils with- 
im twelve hours enough tothink of for all 
time and all ofernity, Farewell, Mediter- 
Tanean, with such ablue asnoone but the 
divine Chomist could mix, and such a fire of 
morning glow, as only the divine [lumfoator 
could kindle! Hail! Mountains of Ephraim 
and Judah whose ramparts of rock we sball 
mount jn a fow hours, for medern engineers 
ean make a road anywhere, and without 
Piling Osea uvon Pelion, those giaats can 
wule the heavens, 

We start out of the city amid barricades of 
cactus on either side, Not cacti in boxes 
two or three feet high, but cactus higher 
than the top of tho carriago—a plant that 
bas more swords for defends, considering the 
mount of beauty it can exhibit, than any- 
thing created Wo passed out amid about 
four huodred gardons, seven or eight acres 
te the garden, from which at the right 
seasons are plucked oranges, lemons, figs, 
olives, citron, and pomegranates, and which 
hid up their censors ut perfume before the 
Lord in perpetual praisay, We meet great 

ions of camels loaded with kogs of 
oil and with fruit, and somo woalthy Mo- 
hammedan with four wives—tbree too many. 
Thecamel is a proud, mysterious, solomn, 
ancient, ungainly, majestic, and ridiculous 
shape, stalking out of the past, Tho driver 
with bis whip taps the camel on the fore-log, 
nihe kneels to take youas a rider, But 
when he rises, hold fast or you will fallrolt 
Dackward n6 he puts his fore-feot in standing 
ure, and then you will fall off in frontas 
his back-logs take their place, But the inhabi- 
tants aro used to his ways, although I find 
the riders often dismount and walk as 
though to rest themselves. Bottor stand oft 
of tho path of the camel; ho stops for nothing 
and seems not to look down, and in the 
street I saw a child by the stroke of a camel's 
front foot hurled seven or eight feet along 
ground, 
|. Here wo moot people with faces, and arms, 
and hands tattooed, as fn all lands sailors tat- 
too their arms with some favorite ship or 
ladmired face. It was to this habit of tattoo. 
ing among the Orientals that God refers in a 
jfigure, when Ho says of His Church:—‘I 
have graven theeon the palms of my bands,” 
| Many of these regions are naturally sandy, 
‘Dut by irrigation they aro mado fruitful, 
‘and, asin this irrigation the brooks and rivors 
are turned this way and that to water th. 
grdens or farms, sotho Biblo says, ‘The 
King's heart is in the hends of the Lord, and 
He turneth it as the rivers of water are 
turned whithersvever Ho will” 
| As We passout and on we find about sight 
" hundred acres belonging to the Unriversal 
Gsrnclitish Alliance, Montefiore, tho krraoli- 
‘ish centenarian and pbilauthropist, aud 
Rothschild, the banker, and others of the 
Jarge-Learted have paid the passage tb Pal- 
estire for many of the Israolites and sot 
+ lands for their culture; and it is only a 
beginning of the fulfilmort of divine pro- 
jpbecy whon these people shall take possession 
lofthe Holy Land.

All this for spite, And somo thedlogiaus 
learn one thing and’ somo another. But I 
learn from it that a great man may somo- 
times stoop to a very mean piece of bini- 
hess, that'f men would use as much ingenu- 
ity in trying to bless as they do in trying to 
destroy, the world all tho way dowd Would 
have been in better condition.

‘Yho dock cargo was thrown overboard and 
logs washod about the deck, smashing boats 
and wrecking tho cabin aud destroying tho 
stoves, On Tuesday, Oct. 7, the Norwegian 
bark Nightingale, seeing their deplorable 
condition, offered toiake the crow,but Capt, 
Olsen refused to leave tho wreck, The 
Norwegian then supplied them with biscuits 
and water, which was the first food tasted 
since the previous Sunday. On Wednesday 
fa fishing schooner was spoken to, which lay 


by them and supplied them with food 
ab intervals and other necessities 
asfaras thoy wero able. Thoy also spoke 


the cruiser Acadia and obtained from her 
supplies of biscuit and coffee, At this time 
the vessel was a hopeless wreck, her rudder 
was gone nnd the mainmast had gone by tho 
board. Sho drifted about in this condition 
until Sunday, 

Drowned in the Longboat. 

On that day she ran on a ledge near Roy's 
Island. Then Capt, Olson and 15 of the crew 
started in the ship's long boat to make an at- 
tempt to reach shore, but the surf and 
awful forco of the undertow was 
such that only one man succeeded in reach- 
shore, He was the pilot who took the vessel 
out of Quebec, The boat was dashed to 
pieces and all the others were drowned, The 
terrible calamity was seen by crowds of 
pooploon shore, who made dotermined of- 


forts to lnumch boats, but the sea was 
such that no boat could live in it 
Finally, at midnight, one of the 


sailors, Samuel Cook, who still remained 
on the wreck jumped over and after despor- 
ate exertions succeeded in reaching shore, 
Two hours later James Fletcher successfully 
followed his example. The other four mea 
wore afraid to run the terrible risk and thoy 
still remain on the wreck. 

The steward of tho fishing vessel 
which had Inid alongside the Mal- 
merby for some days, has oneof his shoulders 
dislocated and his arm broken, caused by 
falling from the main gaff. The two sailors 
who swam ashore were clothed and cared for 
by the inhabitants. Among the lost are 
Captain Olsen, the first and second mates and 
Sailors MacNamara, Donovan, Harrison, 
Hughes, McDonald and Jones, The names of 
the other 7 not given. Most of the lost mem 
belonged to Liverpool Foars are enter 
tained for the safety of the four men still on 
the wreck. Tho sea is so high that no human 
holp can reach them to-night.

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FATAL HOTEL FIRE. 


SEVERAL LIVES LOST IN CHICAGO. 
SUNDAY MORNING. 


A Weman Jamps from a Fourth Story 
Window with « Babe in Her Arms and 
is Instantly Killed. 

Cnicaco, Oct. 12—By a fire which broke 
out in the Putnam European Hotel at Adams- 
LaSallo-streets, carly this morning, four 
lives wore lost and a score of persons bad 
narrow escapes, The fire was caused by the 
explosion of a kerosene lamp which had beon 
loft burning in ono of the ballways. 

The burning oil sot fire to the stairway and 

soon a sheet of flame burst from the rear 
windows, An alarm was immediately turned 
and the inmates were awakoned by the noise 
of rushing engines and found thomsolves en- 
Veloped in smoke, while the flames could bo 
seen making considerable headway, Lad- 
ders were run up by the firemen and those 
who did net get out by the stairways 
descended w t1 the aid of tho flromon, 
Mrs. Minn o Robinson, who was sleeping in 
a front room on the fifth floor with ber hus- 
band and baby, became crazed with fright 
and rushing to the window leaped to the 
pavemont witb her infant in her arms, Sho 
was terribly crushed and lived but a short 
timo but the infant escaped unburt. 
By 2 o'clock the fire was under control and 
the firemen bogan a search of tho house, In 
nyoom onthe third foor Edward Peyton, 
tho colorol porter of the hotel, was found 
burned to a crisp, The search was con- 
tinued, and the firemen soon found in an- 
other room on tho third floor tho charred 
bodies of two other men who bad been 
caught in the trap and burned to death.

It is rathor curious that after a century 
and o half the old Canadian industry of 
gathoring, drying and exporting the here 
ginsong should be revived, 1t was one of 
the firat articles of commerce exported from 
Canada after the peace of Utrecht and for 
a time considered hardly less important 
than the fur trade, This plant, which is 
now being gathered in the neighborhood 
of Kingston and Bolleville for export to 
New York, was discovered growing near 
Lachine by the Jesuit Father Joseph Fran- 
cois Lafitan, in 1716, He had learned of 
its value in China asa medicinal drug being 
equal to its weight in silver and a company 
was formed for its export to Ohina, Tartary 
and Japan, where it was, aud is still, helu 
in high esteem as a panacea in all cases of 
sickness. Kingeford relates that when first 
introduced the price at Quebec was from 
thirty to rorty sols (or cents) per pound, 
and any one was permitted to sell the plant, 
But asit increased in yalue, the company 
determined to exercise its monopoly rights, 
and in 1761 claimed to exclude all others 
from the trade. The price rose to twelve 
livres the pound; it is said that thirty-three 
livres were paid. As the demand for the 
plant increased, the care with which it was 
ob‘ained and prepared was relaxed. It was 
gathered out of season, dried imperfectly 
before it was ripe, being placed in stove 
ovens, There was no knowledge in Canada 
of the proper mode of treating the plant. 
Even In thia imperfectly propared state it 
fetched twenty-five livres the pound. In 
1752 ginseng of this character, to the value 
of 600,000 livres, was exported,and the com- 
pany took steps to obtain the plant at its 
matarity, and to have it properly cured and 
dried, The ginseng, however, sent to La- 
Rochelle remained unsold; finally, by the 
channels of England, Holland and Spain, 
it found its way to China, It was the in- 
forlor ginseng, unripe and improperly cur- 
ed, which caused the plant from Oanada 
to be held of little worth. As it could not 
be sold its export ceased, At the time the 
plant was held of value, it was considered 
more profitable to undertake the search

is occasionally found in the neighborhood 
of this city, and appears to be plentiful 
now about Kingston, In two years after 
the trade was at its maximum, in 1754, the 
value exported was only thirty three 
thousand livres, and, as the company ceased 
to purchase the plant, the trade 
entirely disappeared.

Sach is 
the history of the firat trade from Oonada 
in this curious plant, Its revival now to 
supply the Chinese in the United States ro- 
calls this forgotten episode in Oanadian 
hietory. It will be well if those now tak- 
ing it up should be warned by tho lesson of 
the carly failure and neither neglect the 
proper preparation of the plant nor exter- 
minate it incheir eagerness to make money. 
It is a strange fact that the name ginseng 
is the samo in meaning, and almost identi- 
eal In sound in both the Chinese and Iro- 
quois languages, The alleged properties 
of the herb are well known to those who 
have studied Indian medicines, as well as 
to the farming people of this province gen-

Demorouis, Ala, Oct. 8—Jobn MeDuffee 
and others sont out by the Southern Exprost 
Company captured Rubo Burrows this after: 
noon in South Marengo. Burrows had 
placed his rifle in the corner of the room of a 
house which he had entered, but had his re 
volvors in his pocket. Thadarkies ongaged 
him in conversation and then grabbed him 
by his hands, preventing bis shooting 
Burrows fought tho darkies manfully until 


MeDufteo and others got iuto the house when, 
aftor’a dosporato struggle, they succoeded in 
conquering and securely tiving tho great dos 
perado, McDuffeo went to Linden jail this 
afternoon with Burrows strapped hand and 
foot in front of him on his horse, lying acrosy 


—head on one side and feet on tho other, 
There was $3500 reward for his capture, 
Thoro were originally five men in the Bur 


rows’ gang and all five have been arrested. 
No man {snow at large who can say that he 
has ever robbed a Southern express train, 
About $10,000 has been spent in the capture 
«f Burrows and his gang. 

Rube Burrows! life furnishes an exciting 
pieco of criminal history. He was born iv 
North Alabama about the beginning of the 
war of the Robellion and is about 29 years 
old, His first crime was committed when 
ho was 19 years old. A companion and be 
Were out hunting one day when dispute 
arose over some trifle and Burrows killed 
him. 

Along in 1883, when Burrows was a mero 
youth, ho organized a band of thieves, He 
was thoir captain. Thoy made whisky and 
sold it to the farmers up in his neighborhood. 

Burrows, it is said, tried counterfeiting 
money, but was unsuccessful and gave it up. 
His next escapade occurred near Pine Blulf, 
Ark,, three yoars ago. He, his brother Jim 
Burrows and Nick Thornton robbed an ex- 
press car of $20,000, Jim Burrows was cap 
tured and sentenced to the ponitentiary for 
20 yoars. After that robbery Rubo and Nick 
Thornton concealed themselves in a little hut 
in the mountains near Vernon, 

After a while they canie out from their 
fort and resumed making whisky, 

On tho night of Dec, 13 last, as the north: 
bound Illinois Central express train, No. 2, 
was pulling out from Duck Hill, a small sta: 
tion midway betweon New Orleans and St 
Louis, the train was stopped by masked men, 
tho express car entered and $35,000 stolen. 
A passenger named Chester Hughes who of- 
fered resistance was shot dead in his tracks. 
In July, 1880, Burrows ordered masks from a 
Chicago firm under an alias, Ho directed 
them to be sent by mailto Jowell, a post 
office near Vernon. The postmaster refused 
to deliver them. Old man Gardener, the 
postmaster, became angry at Burrows 
threats and ordered him away. Burrows 
killed Lim, Some women who were near 
rushed iu as soon as they heard the shooting. 
Ho tipped his hatto themas thoy entered 
the door, and selecting the best looking one 
in the crowd threw his arms around hor 
neck and implanted a very hearty smack on 
her lips He then quietly walked to bir 
horse, tipped his hat again and galloped 
away. Since that time many efforts bave 
beer made to capture Burrows, but no officer 
has succeeded in laying hands on him unti 
now,

Nunnery of tho Buried Alive that has been 
closed to all public knowledgo and invostiga- 
tion, certainly dufing the memory of the

acter of the inmates. 
‘The veil, however, is at last removed and 
the citizens are lost in amazement that such 
scenes could have been enacted in their 
midst and no note of warning been sounded.

Whose of the crew 
who were not killed outright by the ex 
Plosion crowded up the hatches t 
the upper deck, where a scone of wild 
confusion reigned. Many soomed to bé 
crazed by fright or bodily injury, and the 
completeness of the wreck and the apparen 
inability to discover apy chance of rescue 
turned the heads of the stoical and braye 
Turks, 
Tho scene must have been a perfect pande- 
alum, for Ali Bey, finding that there wa: 
no means of escape for the crew, gave th 
ler to “save yourselves,” and after reiter 
ating it several times plunged overboard. 
‘He was not seen again, and apparently 
made no effort to save himself, In less thar 
five minutes the shattered wreck sank, loay: 
ing the sea full of struggling mon. Althougt 
‘the distance from shore is only 134 miles, thy 
jeea was so heavy that none but the strongest!

‘ceeded. Osman Pacha, who was striking ou’ 
bravely for the shore, was struck on the 
‘head by aspar andsank, One by ono tht 
jexhausted swimmers gave up until the morn 
jing light showed that only 69 mon wort 
alive, and many of them with broken legs or 
Jarms or other injuries received in getting 
jashore through the heavy surf.

steamer, the Boji-Maru, was signalled on the

evening of the 18th, and brought the firs 
news of the almost unprecedented disaster

TOOK LEG BAIL. 


Two Prisonera Escape From Kingston 
Penitentiary Hospital. 

Krnaston, Oct. 16,—Two prisoners escaped 
from the penitentiary this morning. The 
fugitives are: 

Frank Leslie Cork, sent from Toronto in Febru: 
ary, 1880, for highway robbery, after serving a 
previous term for steallog a registered letter 
while employed as aletter carrier, His sentence 
was 10 years nnd he has served only four yeart 
and a half. 

James Maguire came from the county of Essex 
and was residentof Windsor, Ont. He was 
sentenced April, 1890, to flve years for indecent 
assault. 

Cork had been employed in the hospital 
ever since he entered the penitentiary as 
orderly assistant to the hospital overseer, 
He held this position because he pos- 
sessed a knowledge of drugs, Maguire was 
also an ordinary orderly in the hospital. 
In addition to the night orderly a guard i 
on duty in the hospital Last evening 
Guard Doyle was in charge. About 2}¢ 
o'clock this morning Convict Maguire, on 
duty, went to Doyle and told him an Italian 
pationt, suffering from typhoid fever, was 
dylug and asked him to unlock Cork, whd 
was in his cell, so that bo might render 
Maguire somo assistance in caring for the 
patient, os at times the Italian was 
too weak to take care of himself. Cork 
was unlocked by Doyle and he conducted 
both men to the sick conyiot's coll. 
Doyle in a short time returned to see how the 
orderlies were getting on. He found both 
orderlies missing, aod discovered that the 
men had escaped through a northeast win 
dow in the upper story of the hospital. One 
of the upright iron bars in the window just 
above the topof the horizontal bar was cut 
and was reachod by a stool. Tho bar had 
been sawn and then broken off by means of 
alover, A piece of tho iron bar was found 
inaflour box inside. It is thought the 
window was sawn by the blade of a knife 
which bad been nicked. 

The officers searched along the inside of 
tho walls, and found tackle near the north 
east tower, On the end of the rope was a 
triangular anchor made of gas pipes which 
bung on the wall when found. By means of 
it tho wall was scaled.

What was contended for at the Union 
and atthe General Conference of '86, be- 
came an accomplished fact by a very deci- 
sive yote, namely the enlargement of the 
_ Bay of Quinte Oonference, by taking the 
Bowmanville and Uxbridge Districts from 
the Toronto Conference. The justice of 
_ this was so apparent that it was carried by 
 myote of 102 to 36, and although two at- 
tempts were afterwards made to change 
this decision, they were emphatically de- 
feated by majorities as large as the forego- 
Ing one. Asthereare still some Confer-

reluctance to accept the offer, his views 
must necessarily have an interest for the 
people of the Dominion. Wo have, there- 
fore, porused this ‘‘capltal speech"—in 
Grit estimation—and will lay a fow sam- 
plos of it before our readers.

Wild turkeys, or Sandhill cranes, as thoy 
are sometimes called, resemble the crane 
ot Ontario a little in build, with the body 
a little heavier; they atand about threo feet 
high, and in color aro bronze and also groy. 
There 1s also the white Sandhill, much 
Jargor than the other kinds, they aro white 
with black tips on the wings; they are not 
so plentiful as the others, but associate 
with them. One was shot here last fall 
monsuring 8 ft. 6 in. from tip to tip. 

Thore are three kinds of wild goose, The 
wavys, puro white with black tips on the 
wings and are the smallest kind; next the 
grey, being all groy, and rather smaller than 
our tame geeso; then the big northern, 
vory large gray, with black bills, a band of 
white runs from one eye to the other,round 
under the throat. I believe this last kind 
may be tamed quite easily. A nolghbor 
found a nest this spring, watched it until 
he thought it was time to move them,drove 
off the old ones, seb the eggs, five in num- 
ber under a hen; in two days they were out 
and as tame as chickens would be. He 
has them all yet, and they seem to be 
thoroughly domesticated, though he keeps 
tholr wings clipped, Yet they seem to be 
afraid of the other geese when they hear 
them crying. They are very savage with 
the hens. The five will get a hen or a 


rooster and almost pull it to pieces, then 
ron up to the hen that raised them and tell 
their story. My friend will apply for a 
permit to keep them for experimental pur- 
poses. 

We have all kinds of ducke. Some have 
tried to tame them, but have not been suc- 
cessful, 1 have not keard cof but one try- 
ing Sand Hills, and he says they may be 
made very tame and affectionate with little 
trouble. 

The sixth meeting of the Moose Moun- 
tain agriculsural soclety was.a success. I 
have seen poorer displays of roots and veg- 
etables in Ontario at local fairs. The 
horses were good, the cattle excellent. 
Hansom’s herd of imported Galloways, 6 
in number, drew a great deal of attention. 
The imported short horns, Herefords, 
Jerseys and Holsteins were both numer-

The Milk Supply of Great Britain 

According to recently published statis- 
tics, there are in round numbers about 2, 
600,000 cows and heifers in the United 
Kingdom. Some little time ago it was cal- 
culated by Professor Sheldon that the con- 
sumption of milk amounted to 555 millions 
gaNons annually, worth some 32 millions 
sterling. The supply, however, is seriously 
menaced by outbreaks of pleuro- pneumonia, 
and a great amount of difficulty has been 
experienced by dairymen In large towns In 
obtaining the number of cows they 
require without importing them from in- 
fected areas. Formerly the greater number 
of the cows used by dairymen in London 
and other centres were imported from Hol- 
land, Belgium and France, but at present 
the only country from which they can draw 
a supply of dairy cattle without fear of in- 
troducing disease is the Dominion of Oan- 
ada, For upwards of ten years the Cana- 
dian Government agent at Liverpool has,he 
informed us, been endeavoring to initiate 
and develop this important trade, but 
it was not until the present season that 
it has assumed important dimensions. The 
cows which have arrived here have been of 
fair quality, but with a view of showing 
dairymen and others interested in milk— 
one of the most important articles of food 
supply—the superior quality of cows which 
may be obtained in the Dominion, Mr. 
Rufus Pope, M.P., of Oookshire, Quebec, 
Oasnada, has selected o large number of 
first class animals for shipment to this coun- 
try, and the first of these aro to arrive in 
Liverpool Ina few days,—Liverpool Journal 
of Commerce, Oct, 8th.

Third Heat.—Bay Billy was out for the 
money this time, and at once pushed for 
the lead, which position he got and held, 
in spite of several short runs and one long 
run by Doddridge, who, by a final ron in 
the stretch, finished first, but was seb back 
to last.

Fourth Heat,—Mollie Sheridan was 
drawn, It was a desperate contest and 
there was the usual skipping by Doddridge 
and Tommy, who finished in front, with 
Rysdyk third.

Sixth Heat.—Little Tommy, having fail- 
ed to win a heat in five, went out under 
the rule. Darkness closing in fast, patrol 
judges were sent out and the heat was 
started. It wasa bad start, and Doddridge 
at once galloped to the front and, by a 
series of long and short breaks,managed to 
stay there. Near tho stand,in finishing the 
first round, Boyes deliberately fouled 
Rysdyk, who was goiog fast and steady, 
by pulling right across him, forcing him 
off his stride and breaking himup. At 
the close of the heat, Boyes attempted a 
bluff by claiming it, his horse haying fin- 
ished second, behind Doddridge. The pa- 
trol judges were heard, and as their test!- 
mony showed that Doddridge had no honest 
claim to the heat, it was decided to declare 
itno heat. Tho time made was 2m. 37a.

Second Day's Sport Marred by a 
Fatal Accident. 


Hay Billy, Viotor and Prince Boy the Win- 
nore. 


Somewhat threatening weathor frowned 
yostorday upon tho seound day of tho fall 
raco mooting, and the shocking sccident 
that rosulted in the death of a jockey and 
the destruction of a valuable race horse 
destroyed tho enjoyment of all who were 
presont. Tho attendance was but little 
largor than that of the previous day, but 
the racing was of an oxcollont charactor. 

During the afternoon tho stellion Prince 
Imperial, owned by Mr, A, Hudgins, of 
Picton, trotted two exhibition heata,tho first 
in 2:364,—the last half in 1:164 ~and the 
second heat in 2:29, Tho fine,open stride of 
this horse and his gamoness and steady 
resolution in finishing wore much admired, 

Mr. P, Poaraoll's bay gelding Princo 
Boy is also worthy of montion as a hardy 
piece of horse flesh. He took second 
money tn tho 2:37 race, six heats of which 
were trotted on the first day and two yos- 
terday, and he also trotted six heats in the 
3 miaute race, which he won, making four 
teen heats in two days ond getting a mark 
of 2:36}. 

Some comment was caused by the owner 
of W.O.B., the Ogdensburg horse, refusing 
to start him after the tourth heat in the 3 
minute race, because the judges—rightly, 
nine-tenths of those who saw the finish say 
—decided it to be o dead hoa, 
bub the horse is said to be» rank cur, 
and the fintoh in oach heat tonded to verify 
the assertion, although he got a record of 
2:37). 

Appended are the usual description and 
summary, 

THE UNFINISHED RACE. 

The 2.37 race, unfiniahed last night, was 
first called. All the four starters were 
*‘oub for blood”, and protracted scoring was 
the result. After twelve scores they were 
sent off for the seventh heat. Doddridge 
galloped to the front and ran more than 
half of the mile, Prince Boy trotted 
alongside the runner vary fast and beat 
Bay Billy several lengths. Billy Rysdyk, 
who had broken and lost thereby, a 
fall distance out. Doddridge was distano- 
ed for afoul. Time—2m 36}s. 

Righth Heat —This heat finished the race, 
Rysdyk broke soon after the start and 
Prince Boy and Billy fought it out, The 
latter forced his opponent to a break just 
inside the distance and won easily, Time 
—2m 3b}.

Rounding the turn the second time 
Prince Boy, whose reins tangled around his

Amusements. 


An Eloquent Sermon by the Pastor of 
Bridge Street Church. 

The question as to what is sinful and 
what {fs innocent amusement is one that has 
been discussed largely by many well-tnean- 
ing people, whose views often vary upon 
this important subject. Hence a sermon 
on the question in the Bridge street church 
last night by Rev. J. M. Hodson, attracted 
considerably attention, 

Taking forhistext the 9th verse of the 16th 
Proverbs, he sald that amusements were of- 
ten the whirlpool that engulfed time,money 
and reputation; and on tho cther hand 
there was otten too greab restriction, and 
unnecessary self-denial, and he claimed that 
we should be wise to guide our lives be- 
tween the extremes, 

He said ho was often asked wkat amuase- 
ments were sinful, to which quéstion he 
never gave a dofinite reply, ashe wanted 
the quoationer to anawer it for himself or 
herself by firab getting the heart right bo 
fore God, as ‘the heart of a man or a woman 
devises the way.” The Methodist Church, 
he said, has restrictions as to amusements 
and he had groat faith in the good judg- 
ment of the mon who formed those rules, 


whether right or wrong, he found that 
When mombers of a church disregarded 
them they seemed to loose their spiritual 
union with the church, and to have frozen 
up within them the power to do good to a 
soul and work for Christ, and are conse-

God, He claimed that the tendency of 
prohibited amusements was wrong. He 
sald that sensuality was the greatest curse 
of the age, next to which stood tho desire 
to got money easily orin any way.

Light Weight Butter 

No sooner is one dodge whereby the 
public is cheated, discovered and stopped 
than the dishonest ones fined some other 
way. The uso of false and illegal scales 
and weights has to a great extent ceased, 
owing to the vigilance of the Welghts and 
Measures Inspectors; the outery mado 
last year against some of the public weights 
on the market, has led to more honest 
weighing there; and the persons who 
formerly brought butter, &o.,ready welghed 
to the markeb, knowing that they are 
watched, makes them weigh more carefully. 
Now, the public are being defrauded by 
the sale of so called ‘pound prints” of but- 
ter. Ih one case on Saturday a Sidney 
farmer, whose name we withhold for the 
present, sold a lady eight pounds of butter 
at 25c & pound, and gave her eight *tpound 
prints,” When these were welghed, tho 
eight prints welghed less than seven 
pounds and three ounces. The lady com- 


plained to the police, and when 
the farmer was challenged with 
the dishonesty, he tried to get 


out of it by alleging that ‘the did nob sell 
by the pound at all,” but ‘by the print,” 
and that the prints were 2b cents each, 
This, however, the lady denies, stating 
most posltively that she asked how much 
the butter was a pound, and the reply was 
25centsapound. Othercases we have heard 
of in which, when the farmer thought he 
had a “softy” to deal with, be would 
offer the prints by the pound and try to 
sell that way, representing the prints as 
pound prints until the customer would in 
sist on their being weighed, when he would 
declare he was not selling by the pound, 
but by the print. We again repeat the ad- 
vice fréquently given ‘before, insist on 
what you buy on the market being weighed 
on the market scales or measured in legal 
measures and take no other welght or 
measure as correct. Also, don’t buy by 
“‘the bag,” ‘the print” or any other indefi- 
nite way, when the law provides thab 
everything offered or exposed for sale shall 
be sold if possible by weight or measure,

Tho plaintiff, as as- 
signee for the creditors of Goorgo Grant, 
soughbd to recover from the defendant James 
Grant $1,000, boing the amount of two 
promissory notes reorived by him shortly 
before the assignment, upon the ground 
that the delivery of thom to him was « pro- 
ference or that it waa with intent to defeat 
or prejudice creditors, Johi’ Grant, o 
brother of the insolvent and also of the de- 
tondant, had osrried on business Bello- 
ville in the namo of the Insolvent ; the de- 
fondant had lonf the business $1,000 and 
had endorsed notes made by John as attor- 
ney for George, which were discounted with 
& bank for the porpose of the business. A 
fow days before the maturity of one of those 
notes, ono for $1,400, John Grant obtained 
from one Hawley, who was indebted to the 
businoss in $1,000, two notes for $500 each, 
which ho then took to the bank and pro- 
posed to discount there and apply the pro- 
couds upen the $1,400 note in order to save 
James from so much of his lability thereon, 
George Grant having threatened to leave 
James to pay this note. The bank manag- 
or refused to discount the two $500 notes, 
but offered to discount James Grant's note 
for $1,000, with the two $500 hotes as col- 
Iatoral. Two or three days atterwards 
John and James Grant wont together to 
the bank; John handed to James the two 
$500 notes, and James made his note for 
$1,000, which the manager discounted, 
taking the others as collateral. James 
drew the proceeds and gave a cheque for 
the amount to John, who deposited it to 
the credit of Goorge’s account. Then 
James made anote for $400, endorsed by 
his sister, and handed it to John, who had 
it discounted on George's account. The 
proceeds of these two transactions were 
then devoted to taking up the $1,400 note, 
Tho two $500 notes were paid to the bank 


at maturity an applied in payment of 
James Grant's $1,000 note, e paid the 
2400 when ib became due, George made 


the assignment to the plaintiff three or four 
days after the retirement of the $1,400 
note, In carrying out the transaction John 
acted for George under a power of attorney 
which was in full force. George himself 
was in igooranco of the transaction till after 
its completion. At the trial the learned 
judge found that George Grant was insol- 
vent at the time the notes were handed to 
James; that James was aware of the insol- 
vency; and that John knew of it and 
intended to protect James from this liabil- 
ity by handing over to him the notes, and 
he reserved jadgment as to whether the 
transaction was avoided by R. 8, O. ch. 
124, seo, 2. The learned judge now holds 
that there was no intent on the part of 
elther John or James to defeat, delay or 
prejudice the creditors of George; the 
tranvaction had the effect of prejudicing 
his creditors by reducing the assets of his 
estate, but the words ‘tor which has such 
effect” in sec. 2 of the act (as held in Mol- 
son's Bank y. Halter, 16 A. R. 328) only 
apply to the provision against preferences 
and not to the preceding provision, as to 
which therefore the intention and not the 
effect must still govern. He also holds 
that neither the intention nor the effect 
was to give a preference to a creditor with- 
in the meaning of the act ; the payment to 
the bank of the proceeds of the discount of 
the $1,000 note was not a preference which 
could be attacked, because a transfer of 
money is protected by sec. 3 and it was not 
4 preference of James because he was not 
a creditor in respect of the transaction at- 
tacked, but merely a surety, and a surety 
who has not paid the debt for which he is 
Hable is not a creditor within the act. He 
also holds that it made no difference that 
James was a creditor of George in respect 
of his orlginal advance of $1,000, because 
the alleged preference had no connection 
with that debt. Action dismissed with 
costs.

The Grape and the Tomato 
A STRANGE STORY, 


A most singular growth has taken place 
this season in a small conservatory attach- 
ed to Pontcarreg Cottage, the residence of 
Mr. Howell Howells, ex-Mayor of Carmar- 
then. A vine branch, bearing a goodly 
supply of fruit, dropped from the glass 
roof, and several of the grapes hung along 
side some tomatoes that grew close to the 
wall, and one of the grapes appears to have 
fallen in love with the form of a tomato 
which grew nearest to it—nearly a couple 
of feeb off. Gradually the grape began to 
assimilate itself to the shape of a tomato, 
and persevered until it became an exact 
picture of it ia everything bub size and 
color, Every line of indentation, down to 
the little cavity on the end furthest from 
the stem, was faithfully copied, It did 
not, of course, reach the magnitude to 
which it aspired, but it is more than twice 
the size of the other grapes on the same 
twig.

ATLANTA, Ga,, Oct, 23.—Only meagre re- 
ports can be obtained concorning the reported 
tace riot in Coffee county, Four white men 
wore shot down: B, B, McClendon, Frank 
pod Thomas Seers and John Hendrix, None 
bf those are dead, The Governor received a 
request to order out tho militia on the ground 
that tho white people aro at the mercy of an 
armed body of nogroos, He accordingly 
brdered the Waycross Rifles to proceed at 
once to the scone of theconflict. The negroes 
tro being led in tho riot by om L, B, Varn, a 
White man engaged in the turpentine business 
hear Stokes’ turpentine mills. Stokes and 
Varn and Thomas Seers had a dispute about 
tract of land, Varn put bis men to work 
on tho timber and Seers shot one of the 
negroes and drove the others from the woods, 
They returned in the afternoon and fired 
{nto a crowd of Varn’s hands. Varn's hands, 
to haye revenge on Seers, armed themselves 
ond made an assault on the settlement with 
the above result, At Inst accounts matters 
were somewhat quieted. It is believed there 
will be no other trouble.

VANDALIA, . Ill, Oct. 20,—Forty-nove. 
years ago Charles Adams married Mis 
Saroh Houston, sister of Supervisor M. F, 
Houston, and a prominent farmer of this 
(Fayotte) county, Mr, and Mrs, Adams had 
lived together just one year when one oven 
ing Adams went out to milk the cows, but 
did not return and was not heard of after 
ward, although Mr, Houston travelled much 
and spont a great deal of money ina vain 
search for bis missing brother-in-law. 

Not long after Adams’ disappearance a son 
was born to Mra, Adams, but the birth ro 
sulted in the mother’s death. Tho’ child wa

Mr, Adams did not assign any reason for 
leaying hore so abruptly, but said that ho 
was informed soon after the child was bor. 
that both the mother and child had died, 
and knew no botter until Informed by bil 
friends here, Some four or five years afte 
the death of his wife Adams says he mar! 
ried again and resided in Troy, N.Y, Four 
children were born to them, all of whom, 
together with their mother, have since died 
The truant father seemed overjoyed to know

Teis 101 yoars since Sir Alexander Mac. 
konsio floated down the river, and it is sur- 
prising that we have had till now 80 little ox- 
act knowledge of it, The 200 and more white 
men who live atthe posts along this river 
@re not scientific obervers, and have given 
Us vory little detailed Information, Ono ot 
them. however, Abbe Pelitot, a French Ca- 
tholic rhlskionary, has written wollou tho 
toplo,'and has travelled extensively in the 

In. Though the Hudson Bay Company 
has o steanver ruoning for many hundreds of 
miles on the river, tho white plonoors have 
not yet ascertained to what oxtont the river 
is navigable, and Ogilvie, who skirted the 
shores on his ascont, dopended for hia atatis 
tes of Nver depths upon the soundings made 
by Mackenzie himsalf, 

The Mackenzie ls the second greatest river 
Basin on this continent, From tho point 
whore Ogilvie. started up the river 
at tho head of the dolta very few  tri- 
butaries are mat for a long distance, There 
aro no islands or sand bars for eighty miles 
Andon the expanse from one to threo milos 
wide Ogilvio'’s vision was often bounded 
north and south by a water horizon, When 
ho reached tributaries ho did all he could te 
Getinformation about these lossor streams, 
sometimes under much difficulty, and with 
fnadequate success, 

Scattered along tho river, a hundred miler 
or greater distanoos apart, are the posts of 
the Hudson Bay Company. ‘They-aro call- 
ed forts, although thoy Very little resomble 
fortifications. Here are the rude buildings 
and storehouses of the company’s agents, 
the homes of the missionaries, most of them 
French Roman Catholics, and the wooden 
huts of the Indians) Theso posts have met 
with serious reverses at times. Fort Good 
Hope, which isseon on ovory. map, wat 
swept by flood in 1836, and now stands 12 
miles further up the river, 

Three years ago a whalo made its way for 
hundreds of miles up tho river to the noigh- 
borhood of Fort Good Hope and remained 
there fora whole season, The Indians, whe 
bad never heard of such a remarkable 
animal, woro at first greatly alarmed, but 
they soon became accustomed to soving it 
Tho whale apparently had no intention of 
returning to the sea, but was often scon blow: 
ing before the river froze over, Its inability 
to escape from the ice proved its death, and 
mextspring its body was found near Fort 
‘Good Hope, and was used by the Indians for 
dog food. This incident is of {nterest, because 
it shows that at least one of the channels of 
the Mackenzie delta issix feet deep, as the 
whale could not navigate in shallower water, 
Little is known of tho dolta channels, but they 
aro said to be vory shallow, The feat of this

In the early part of his journey Ocilvie 
found on tho Lewes branch of the Yukon 
timber Iargo enough for commercial and 
manufacturing purposes. The timber of the 
Lower Mackenzie is also chiefly confined to 
the valley. He found fine material for lam- 
ber on some of the islands, but it is not until 
the region south of Fort Wrigley is reached 
that much timber grows that would make 
fairly good lumber, The spruce, poplar, and 
othor woods, howover, are in sufficient abund- 
ance to supply the noeds of tho sparse popu- 
lation.

The study of teaching as an art has not

This 
branch of commerce rapidly devoloped an- 
dor his skilled and indefatigable care, an 
in a few years he was represented by ware- 
houses in Manchester, Birmingham, Mac: 
clesfield and Hanley. About the year 1867, 
that terror of the farmers, the rinderpest, 
broke out with the result that great havoc 
was wrought among the dairy cows of 
Cheshire, Staffordshire, Derbyshire, and 
other parts of the country. This,of course, 
had a most da: ing effect on English 
dairying, and America having just then be. 
gun to make and ship cheese, Mr, War- 
rington gave up the English business and 
about twenty-one years ago started upon 
that career as an importer of American 
cheese which has made his name so widely 
known, 

At first, like many other branches of 
trade destined in time to assume large pro- 
portions, operations in American 
cheese were small and _ insigniticant, 
but from his headquarters at 
Liverpool, and later on from establishments 
in other parts of the country and abroad, 
Mr. Warrington, closely identified with all 
the phases and charges of the business, has 
seen wonderfulexpansion, The quantity 
and quality of the imports have yearly in- 
creased, especially from Canada, the quality 
of the cheese coming from the Dominion 
seeming to show continual improvement. 
It finds great favour with the English trade 
Owing to its firm, sweet, and keeping qual- 
ities, Time was, ifa Liverpool merchant 
sold 1,000 cheese In a week he was thought 
to be doing a big business; but it is noth 
ing unusual for Mr, Warrington to sell in 
London, Liverpool, and other parts of the 
country 20,000 to 30,0000 boxes in a single 
weok.

200,000 to 210,000 boxes being offered for 
asle at about one and the same time, In 
any eventa big avalanche of September 
and October cheese will shortly fall upon 
the market, and ib remains to be seen if 
English buyers will take without flinching. 
There can be no question that the English 
market is firm, and that buyers there are

and the master of ceremonies drank. Not 
a voter pregont was treated to a drop. The 
howls of derision and indignation which 
went up from each saloon after the depart- 
uro of the pretender and his guide can be 
imagined, The nextnight David R. Paige 
covered the sam» ground, and, not to go 
too much into detail, the contrast was so 
groat that Capt. McOlure lost enough votes 
in Cleveland to defeat him by a very slim 
majority.x—New York Sun,

An Address to Mre John T, War- 
rington, of Liverpool 


An Able 

Tho regular weekly mooting of tho Dairy 
mon’s Board of the city to-day was largely 
attended. Mr. John T. Warrington, the 
great choono buyer, of L'vorpool, Eogland, 
was introduced, and heartily welcomed by 
all the members present. Mr, M, Robin- 
son, Prosidont of the Board, prosided ; the 
Hon. Robert Read also ocoupied a nent at 
the left of the President. Tho President 
oxprossod his ploasure at the large attend 
ance, and was also pleased that Mr. War- 
rington was present. Ho called upon the 
Seorotary, Mr. B. ©, McCargar, to read the 
following add: 

To John T. Warrington, Esq. : 

Sin,—Tho President and members of 
the Dairymen’s Cheese Board of Belleville 
and district gladly embrace the present op- 
portunity of expressing the pleasure we 
tool in welcoming to Canada a gentleman 
whose commercial acumen and enterprise 
have so largely contributed to the success 
of our chief agricultural industry. 

When the United States Government, 
somo twenty five years ago,terminated the 
Reciprocity Treaty, m fecling of appro- 
hension—almost of dismay, pervaded the 
minds of the farmors of Ontario, who fear- 
ed the total loss of their American trade 
and doubted their ability to compete with 
otherand older nations in the markets of 
Europe.

Such a patron our dairy- 
men were ro fortunate as to find in you,and 
from the time you took the product of our 
factories in hand our trade has steadily 
prospered and expanded until transactions 
had reached the present aggregate of 
billions of pounds and millions of dollars, 

In addition to those substantial benefits, 
you have evinced your good-will towards 
Oanada by establishing two of your sons in 
permanent positions in this country, one of 
them resident in this city, who has the 
honor of being President of the Dairymen’s 
Association of Eastern Ontario, and the 
other son, Mr. F, H. Warrington, Mon- 
treal, who, from all reports, ably fills his 
position as your representative in that city 

In undertaking a voyage across the Atl 
tic and encountering its inconveniences and 
discomforts to make our personal acquaint- 
ance, you continue to show the great inter- 
esp you have always shown in the Dairy 
industry of this Canada of ours, and we beg 
to tender our congratulations on your safe 
arrival, and sincere wishes for a safe and 
pleasant voyage. 

In conclusion, we have only to assure you 
that wo heartily reciprocate the kindly feel- 
ing you have manifested towards us in the 
past,and sincerely hope thatourbusineascon- 
nections may long continue on the same eat- 
isfactory basis as those which exist at pres- 
ent, and that it may be mutually profitable 
both to you and ourselves. 

Mr. Warrington, on rising to reply, was 
greeted with loud applause. Ho said he 
felt it a great pleasure to bo present on 
this occasion, and that the circumstances 
were 0 agreeable, This was his first visit 
to this country and he was pleased with 
what he had already seen of it.

Another Birchall Fake. 


Lotter from # Man in Michigan Who Tells 
How He Killed Benwoll. 


Woepsrock, Ont,, Oct. 27th.—The lat- 
est “sensation” in the Birchall ceso isa 
letter, dated October 5, addressed to the 
prisoner, and supposed to be written by a 
person in Jackson, Michigan, and signed 
by the “Colonel.” a signature that has 
figured very conspicuously in the case in 
connection witha telegram that was a riddle 
to the prosecution. Tho writer tells the 
whole story of how he killed Benwell. The 
whole thing is no doubt a ‘fake, and looks 
more as if it was written or dictated 
by the prisoner than any other 
person. The writer is supposed to 
have been in Birchall’s confidence dur- 


©xpresses great sorrow for the position the 
prisoner finds himself in, and says he (the 
prisoner) is partly to blame for it.
